Much troublo and disup- 
pointment are caused by persistent attempts 
to send small valuable trifles through the 
Post. Fans,: Curios, Articles of Dress, 
Fancy Work, and. similar prosonts are con- 
tinually being réfused, the sendors having 
often spent mors iv Postage than would 
have paid the freight by steamer. No 
refund can be made on such pareels of the 
value of Stamps obliterated before the 
nature of the contents was discovored. 


Local and Indian Parcel Post. 


1, Sinall Parcels may be sent by Post 
at Book Rates between Hongkong and any 
of the British Post Offices in China, as well 
as to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, tho Straits 
Settlements, Ceylon and India. They must 
not excced the following dimensions, 2 fect 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 fout dee: , Weigh more 
than 5ibs., nor be smaller than 3 in, by 2 
‘in, Such parcely may be wholly closed 
if they hear this special ondorsement, 
PaRc¥L, CONTAINING NO LETTER, but any 

arcel may be opened by dircetion of the 

ostmaster General. In the Caso of Parcels 
for India a declaration of contents and 
value is required, & printed form for which 
ia aupplied gratis. The istration of 
Purcels for India and Coylon is compulsory. 

2. The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcols inaufliciently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (as bandboxcs, 
&.) Opium, Glass, Liquids, Explosive sub- 
stances, Matchos, Indigo, estuils, Ice, 
Meat, Fish, Game, Fruit, Vegetables, or 
whatever is dangerous to the Mails, or 
likely to become offonsive or injurious in 
transit, 

3, Parcels are as a genoral rule forwarded 
by Private Ship, not by Contract Mail 
Packet. To Tndia they are forwarded by 
tho P. & O. and Indian Mail Packets only, 
to Ceylon by P. & O. only. No respon- 
sibility is aceepied with regard to any 
parcel, unless Registered, and then only to 
the amount of $10. A 

4. Tho public are cautioned not to con- 
found these facilities with a Parcel Post to 
Europe, &o., which does not exist. 


It is necessary that the following rules 
be strictly observed. 


1. No Letter or Packet, whother to be 
registered or unregistered, can be received 
for Postage if it contains gold or silver 


money, jewels, precious artivles, or any- 
thing that, 2s a gonoral rule, is Hable to 
Customs dutics. 

2, This Regulation prohibits the sending 
of Patterns of dutiable articles, unless the 
quantity sent be so small as to make the 
sample of no value. 


3. The limits of woight allowed aro as 
follows :— 
Books and Papers—to British Offices, 
5 Ibs, ; to the Continent, &c., 4 Iba. 
Patterns—to British Offices, 5 Ibs. if with- 
out intrinsic value; to the Continont, 
&., 8 02. : ' 


Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Article, 


The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for tho safe delivery of Registered correspon- 
dence, but it is prepared to make good the 
contents of such correspondence’ lost while 
passing through tha Post, to the extent of 
$10, in certain cases, provided -— 

L. That the sender duly observed’ all the 
conditions of Registration required, 

2. That the letter was securely enclosed 
in 2 reasonably strong envelope, 

3, That application was. made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong immedi- 
ately the loss was discovered, the envelope 

ing invariably forwarded with such appli- 
cation unless it also is lost, +. 

4, That the Postmaster Genera! ‘is ratis-- 
fied that the luss occurred whilst the corres- 

denca was in the custody of the British 
Postal administration in China, that it was 
not caused by any fault onthe part ‘of the 
‘sender, by destruction by fre, or shipwreck, 
nor by the dishonesty or negligence of any 
eraon_not in the employment. of. the 
ngkong Post Office,
